.Five-year-old Tommy has been 
bitten by a dog. It's thought the 
dog, has rabies. What should be 
done? 

The wound should be scrubbed 
thoroughly with any of the com- 
j mou soaps. This is the most 
effective first-aid treatment 

The family physician should 
be consulted immediately, and, 
the wound should always be 
treated within four hours by' a 
physician. 

Then a scries of injections 
known as the Pasteur scries is 
begun. Actually, the injections 
arc not a treatment but a pre- 
vention, after the manner of 
smallpox or polio vaccinations. 

The incubation period of the

virus is Usually longer 
than a month. The vaccination, 
on the other hand, brings pro- 
tection within 30 days. Thus the 
pcrcDii becomes immune to the 
disease before it has developed.' 

This . is a race against ; time, 
so ' it's vital (hat (he vaccina- 
tions start at once. 

Tommy's scries will consist of 
14 injections, ono each, day - for 
two weeks, In severe instances 
the series may be increased to. 
.21 injection's. 

Obviously the Pasteur scries 
has drawbacks. It is time -con- 
suming, painful, and is hot with- 
out danger. Yet, in 1967, over 
500 persons in Illinois were treat- 
ed for rabies. 

Children like •* Tommy may 
benefit from a new material 
which is prepared by utilizing 
horse scrum. The method is to 
immunize horses against rabies, 
then separate the protective por- 
tion of their blood. If used with- 
in a few hours after the bite, 
this scrum effectively prevents 
rabies; , However, this scrum 
must still be used with, one of 
the anti-rabies vaccines.

thing to do is to have a veteri- 
narian humanely put him to, sleep 
to prevent him from, spreading 
rahtcf? to you and. your children. 
However, if the dog- has been vac- 
cinated previously, he may 'be', 
revaccinatcd and quarantined 
for 30 days, then declared safe! 
There is no doubt the disease 
can be eliminated. All dogs and 
cats which -could' be exposed to 
the virus must be immunized.; If 
ihey arc not immunized, they 
must be kept confined so they 
won't run loose to come in con- 
tact with rabid animals. 
One un vaccinated dog running 
loose is enough to keep the dis- 
ease alive. Many strange talcs 
arc told concerning the dangers 
of vaccinating dogs, but hone of 
these talcs arc true.- ■• 
; In c recent study, 114,000 dogs 
were immunized against rabies, 
then "followed" for four years. 
Of course, many were killed by 
accidents, but nunc of the 114,000 ■ 
showed any damage in their . 
ability to sec, smell, hunt, cat ■ 
or reproduce. In short; none were, 
adversely affected by ' the vac- 
cination. 

The records, show the effec- 
tiveress of. immunization and , 
quarantine. For example: .Sum-' 
mit County, Ohio had 218. cases 
of rabies in 1945, In 1946 a seri- 
ous control program was begun; 
every dog in the county was re- 
quired to be vaccinated. By 1947 
no cases were reported, and only 
four . cases have been reported

S; 2. Always fly the flag from the peak of 
any pole or staff except when it should be flown 
at half staff on national or state days of mourn- 
ing. The union. .(white -.stars' in a blue field) 
should always beuppermost.lt can only be dis- 
played down as a distress signal. 

3. If the flag is to be displayed- on a rope 
extending from the house to a tree or pole, it 
should be suspended vertically with the union 
away from the house and with the folds of the 
flag falling freely just as they would from a staff. 

4. If the flag is displayed from a staff pro- 
jecting horizontally or at an angle from a window 
sill, balcony or front of a building, the union 
should be at the peak of the staff.

If the flag is displayed over the middle 
of a street, it sKoUld^loiSspspended vertically with

Law Limits 

Withholding 

OnVAChecks 

A recent law limit s • the/amount 
the '-Veterans. Administration may 
withhold from disability com- 
pensation checks of veterans to 
recoup their military disability 
severance pay." 

The military service makes 
lump-sum -payments to perma- 
nently -disabled Veterans with 
less than « eight years of service, 
and whose disabilities arc rated 
less than 30 per cent by the VA. 

These veterans, by law,' were 
barred "from receiving disability 
compensation- checkE from > the 
VA until the entire amount' of 
this. severance pay had been re- 
paid. -*"'•■ '*-' 

Under the new law, PL 91-241, 
the amount » which may be re- 
couped by the VA from the vet- 
eran's monthly compensation 
check cannot exceed the: amount 
based "on the veteran's initial dis-" 
ablity rating.-'- 

"Disability compensation to vet- 
erans ; is based on a VA rating 
scale which runs from 10 to 100 
per cent, depending on the vet- 
eran's degree of disability. 

In cases where a veteran's dis- 
ability becomes more severe and 
ho is re-examined and given a 
higher rating, he ' is entitled Jo 
hieher compensation from tho 

Under the, new law, the veteran 
w o u 1 d receive compensation 
equal 'to the difference between 
the higher dsability rating .and 
his lower, initial rating. .When 
the full amount of his military dis-

For example, veterans^ attend- 
ing colleges must return these 
cards during the last Cull month 
of every enrollment .period. Those 
training below college level, must 
return them every month. '

The cards: are needed for two 
reasons. One is that VA com- 
puters arc programmed to pre- 
pare these educational allowance 
checks only after the cards havo 
been received. . ' ' 
. ...The other ■ is that if the attend- 
ance card of -the veteran attend- 
ing college is not returned at the 
end of the semester,, he cannot 
be automatically enrolled under 
the G. I. Bill for subsequent ses- 
sions that he may, plan. to attend. 

Since final checks do not ar- 
rive until . most college students 
have left the campus, the VA 



reminded veterans to be sure to 
make arrangements to have their 
checks forwarded bythc post of- 
fice. 

Veterans must- - also report 
promptly to the VA any changes 
in^rflming-^irograms which would 
affect the amount of their checks.
